Refer to column 32, lines 1-18, where the claimed SMS message language translation reads on the text message language 
translation of Vaudreuil. Vaudreuil teaches sending the translated message directly from the network node/intermediary (reads on the 
communication system 10) at which the translating was performed. 



Claims 11, 18, and 19 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Rincon et al. (Rincon; US 6,512,448). 

Refer to FIGs. 1 and 2; and the Abstract, where the claimed SMS message language translation reads on the text message 
language translation of Rincon. Rincon teaches sending the translated message directly from the network node/intermediary (reads on 
the TRANSLATION SYSTEM 10) at which the translating was performed. 



Claims 11, 18, and 19 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Levin (US 2004/0102201 Al). 

Refer to FIGs. 1 and 2; the Abstract; and paragraphs [0007] and [0036], where the claimed SMS message language 
translation reads on the SMS message language translation of Levin. Levin teaches sending the translated message directly from the 
network node/intermediary (reads on the translation gateway 12) at which the translating was performed. 



Claims 1-27 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
